AN INTERNATIONAL INVENTORS’ EXHIBITION 

is to be held in London next May. 
This will cover a fieid of 0 
importance in which our country hoids 
a foremost rank, but the Executive is at present 
powerless to organize a proper representation of 
our vast national inierests in this direction. [ 
havein several previous messages referred to this 
subject.

COLLISIONS AT SRA.

came into force on the ist of September last. For 
the due protection of our shipping interests, the 
rovisions of our statutes should at once be brought 
nto conformity with these regulations. 
INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

The question of securing to authors, composers 
and artists copyright privileges in this country in 
retarn for reciprocal rights abroad justiy chalienges 
your attention. it is true that a conventwn 
will de necessary for fully accomplishing this re- 
sult. But until Congress shall by statute fix the ex- 
tent to which ioreizu holders of. copyright shall be 
here privil: zed, it has been deemed inadvisable to 
negotiate such conventions. For this reason the 
United States was not represented at recent 
conference at Berne. 


NEUTRALITY LAWS. 

I recommend tnat the Hope of the neutrality 
laws of the United States be so enlarged as to cover 
all patent acts of hostility. cominitted in our ter- 
ritory and aimed against the peace of a friendly 
nation. Existing statut prohibit the 
fitting out of armed expeditions, and restrict 
the shipment of explosives, though the enactments 
iu the latter respect were not framed with regard to 
in igations, but simply for the protec- 
ti travel. All these statutes were in- 
tend (0 meet special emergencies that had already 
ariseu, Other emefyencies have arisen since, and 
modern ingenuity supplies means forthe organiza- 
tion of nostilities without open resort to 
armed vessels or filibusterinzg rties. 
I see no reason why overt preparations in coun- 
try for the commi Sion of criminal acts, such as are 
here under consideration. should not be alike 
punishable whether such acts areintended to be 
committed {ty our own country, or in a foreign 
country with which we are at peace. The prompt 
and thorotch treatment of this question is one 
which intiniately coucerns the national honor. 


NATURALIZATION LAWS 

Our existing naturaiization laws also need rev. 
sion. Those sections reiatihg to persons residin 
within the limits of the United States in 17% an 
1798 bave now only an historical interest. Section 
2.712. recognizing the citizenship of the 
children of naturalized parents is ambiguous 
in iia terms and partiy obsolete. There are special 
provisions of law favoring the naturalization of 
those who serve in the army or in, merchant 
vessels, while no similar pr +. “ges are gyanted those 
who serve inthe navy or Harine . “An uni- 
form ruie of naturalization, such as the Const tution 
contemplates, should among other things clearly 
define a status of persons born withit the United 
States, subject toa foreign power.” tion 1,92: 
“and of minor jidren of fathers who have de- 
ciared their intghtion of becoming citizéns, but failed 
to perfect their naturalization.” Tt igh, 
be wise to provide for a central bureau of regt 
wherein sbould be filed authenticated transcripts of 
every record of naturauzation in the several fede 
and state courts and to make provision aiso for 
vacation or cancellation of such record in 
Where fraud had been practiced upon the court 
the applicant himself. or where he had removed 
forfeited his acquired citizenship. A just and un 
form law in this respect would strengthen the hands | 
of the Government in protecting its citizens abroad / 
and would pave the way for the conclusion of tre- 
ies of naturalization with foreign countries. 


DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR SERVICE. 
The leg lation of the last session effected in the 

diplomatic and consular service certain e 
and uctious which have been productive of 
em t. The popuiation and intermediate 
activity of our country are s'eadily onthe imerease 
and our giving rise to cew varying and often den- 
cate reiationsuips wiiu other countries.

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SILVER DOLLARS AND CERTIFICATES, 

I concur wit the Secretary ot the Treasury in recom- 
mending the immediate suspension of the — 
of silver dollars and of the issuance of silve r certifi- 
cates. This isa matter to which in former commui- 
cations I have more t once invoked the atten- 
tion of the National Legislature. It appears that an- 
nally for the past six years there have been coined 
in compliance with the requirements of the act of 
Fe 28. 1878, more than twenty-seven million 
now outstanding 


silver dollars. number 


is reported by the Secretary to be neariy 188,000. 
000, whereof but little more than @,- 
000,000, or less than twenty-two per cent., are in 
actual circulation. The mere existence of this fact 
seems to m to furnish of itself & t argu- 
ment for the repeal of the statnte which made 


such fact possible, but there are otherand graver 
considerations that tend in the same direction. The 
becretary avows his conviction that, unless this coln- 
age and issuance of silver certificates be suspended, 
silver is likely at no distant day to become our 
sole metallic stand. The commercial disturbance 
and the impairment of national credit that would 
be thus occasoned can scarcely be overestimated. 
1 hope that the Secretary's suggestions respecti 
the withdrawal from circulation of the $1 and 
notes will receive your approval. It i likely that a 
considerable portion of the silver now in the vaults 
of the Treasury might find its way into currency. 
TRADE DOLLARS. 

While trade dollars have ceased, for the present 
at least. to be an element of active disturhance iu 
our currency system, some provision should be 
made for their surrender to the Government. In 
view of the circumstances under which they 
were coined and of the fact that the 
have never had a legal tender quality, there shoul 
be offered for them only a slight ad vance over their 
bullion value. The Secretary, in the course of his 
report, considers the propriety of beautifying the 
designs of our subsidiary silver coins, and of so in- 
creasing their weight that they may bear their due 
ratio of value to the stendard doilar. His conclu- 
sions in this regard are cordialiy approved. 

EXCISE TAXES. 

In my annual message of 1882 I recommerded the 
abolition of all excise taxes except those-relating to 
distilled spirits. This recomtuendation is 
now renewed. In case these taxes shall 
be abolished the revenues that will still re- 
main to the Government will, in my opinion, 
not only suffice to meét its reasonahie expenditures, 
but will afford a surplus large enough to permit 


when the results of she recent revenue laws and 
commercial treaties shall hare shown in waat 
quarters these reductions can be most judiciously 


effected. 
FOREIGN TRADE. 

One of the gravest of the problems which appeal 
to the wisdom of Congress for solution is the uscer- 
tainment of the most effective means of increasing 
„ our foreign trade, and thus relieving the depression 
under which our industries are now Janguishing, 
She Secretary of the Treasury advires tivat the duty 
oi investizating this subject be ontrüsten in 
the urst instance to a competent commission. While 
fuily recognizing the consideraticus that may be 
urged against this course, I am nevertheless of the 
opinion that upon the Whole no other would be 
luxchꝭ to effect. speedier or better resu:ts. 

SHIPPING INTERESTS. 
‘That portion of the Secretary's report which con- 
cerns the condition of our shipping interests cannot 
1ui to command your attention. He emphatically 
recommends that as an incentive to the investment 
of American capital in American steamship-, the

gress may devise. 
CIRCULATION OF NATIONAL BANES. 

The three per vent bonds of the Government to 
the amoumt or more than $100,000,000 have, since 
my last annual message. been redeemed by the 
‘Treasury. The bonds of that issue still outstanding 
amount to little over $200,000.000, about one-fourth 
of which win be retired through the operations of 
the sinking fund duriuig the coming year, As these 
bonds still continue the chief basts for the cirenla- 
tion of the nationat banks, the question how to 
avert the contraction of the currency caused by 
their retirement is one ot constantly increasing 
importance.

THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

In the expenses of the War Department the Sec- 
retary reports a decrease of more than 39,000,000, 
ef which redaction $5,000,000 was effected in the 
expenditures for rivers and harbors and $2,700,000 in 
expenditures for the Quartecmaster’s Department. 
Outside of that departinent the annual expenses of 
all the army bureaus proper (except possibly the 
orc bureau), are substantially charges which 
cannot be materially diminisued without chanye in 
the numerical strength of the ariny. The expendi- 
lures in the Quartermaster's rtinent van 
readily be subjected to administrative discretion, 
and it is reported by the Secretary of War that as a 
result of exercising such discretion in reducing the 
number of draught animals in the army the annual 
ct of eupply ing and caring for such animals is 
now $1,108,085 90 less than it was in 1882.

The gener- 
al designs, all of which are calculated to meet the 
existing wants of the service,are now well advanced 
and the eonstruction of the vessels can be under- 
taken as soon as you shall grant the necessary au- 
thority. 

THE SEANNEITE VICTIMS. 
of Congress approved August 7. 
1882, authorized the removal to 
the United States of the boliea of Lieutenant 
Commander George W. DeLong and his com- 

ons of the Jeannette expedition. This removal 
as been successfully accomplished by Lieutenants 
Harber and Schuetze. The remains were taken 
from their grave in the Lena Delta in March, 1883, 
and were retained at Yakutsk until the following 
winter, the season being too far advanced to admit 
of their immediate transportation. They arrived at 
New York February 20, 1884, where they were re- 
ceived with suitable hovors. 
THE -GREELY RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

In pursuance of the joint resolution of Congress, 
approved February 13, 14, a naval expedition 
was fitted out for the relief of Lieut. A. 
W. Greely, United States Army, and of the party 
who had been engaged under bis command in 
scientific observations at Ledy Frankim Bay. The 
fleet consisted of the steam seaier Thetis, r- 
chased in Eugland; the Bear,purchased at St. Johns, 
Newfoundland, and the Alert, which was generous- 
ly provided by the Britisa Government. Prepa- 
rations for the expedition were promptly made by 
the Secretary of the Navy, with the active co-op- 
eration of the Secretary of War. Commander 
George W. Con was piaced in command of the 
Aiert, and Lieutenant W. H. Emery in command of 
the Bear. ‘The Thetis was intrusted to Com- 
mander Wenfield 8. Copiey, to whom also was as- 
signed the super. nténdenve of the entire expedition. 
linmediately upon its arrival at Upernavik the fleet 
began the dangerous uavigation of Melville Bay. 
and, inspite af every obstacle. reached Littleton 
Island ou June 22. a fortnight earlier than any ves- 
sel had before attained that point. On the same 
day it crossed over to Cape Sabine, where Lieuten- 
ant Greely and the other survivors of his party were 
discovered. After takingon board the living and 
the bodies of toe uead, tue relief ships aaiied for St. 
Johns, where they arrived on July/17th. They were 
appropriately re eived at Portsmonth, N. H., on 
August 1, and at New York on August 8. One of 
bodies was landed at the former place. The 
other were put on shore at Governor's 
Aland. and, with the exception of one which was in- 
terred the Naticnal Cemerery. were forwarded 
thence to the dest mation indicated by friends. The 
organization aud conduct of this relief expedition 
teflects great credit upon all who contributed to its 
SUCCESS.

and fertile in invention. we cover a vast extent of 
‘territory, rich in agricultural products and in 
nearly all the raw materials necessary for success- 
ful manufacture. We have a system of produccive 
establishments more than sufficient to supply our 
own demands. Tbe wages Of labor are nowhere 
else so great. ‘The scale of living of our artisan 
classes is such as tends to secure their personal 
comfort, and. the developments of those higher 
moral and intellectual qualities that go to the 
making of citizens. Our system of tax and 
tariff legislation is yielding a revenue which is in ex- 
cess of the present needs of the Government, These 
‘are elements from which it is sought to devise 
a scheme boy which, without unfavorably 
changing the condition of the working men, 
our rchant marine hall be raised from its en- 
feedléd condition, and new markets provided for 
the sale beyond our borders gf the manifold fruits 
of industrial enterprises. The problem is complex 
and can be solved by no single measure of innova- 
tion or reform. The countries of the American Con. 
tinent and the adjacent. islands are, for the United 
States, the naturat market ot supply and demand. 
It is from them that we should vbtain what we do 
not produce, or do not produce in sufficiency, and it 
is to them that the surplus productions of our flelds. 
our mills and our workshops should flow under con- 
ditions that will equalizs or favor them in com part- 
son wit foreign competition. 2 

Four paths of policy seem to point to this end. 
First, a series of reciprocal commercial treatise 
with the conntries of Anierica, which shal! fos- 
ter between us and them an unhampered movement 
of trade. The conditions of these treaties should be 
the free admission of such merchandise as the coun- 
try does not produce, in return. for admission free 
or under a fovored scheme of duties of our own pro- 
ducts, the benefits of such exchange toapply on 
these goods carried under the flag of the parties to 
the contract. The removat on both sides from ves- 


sels toso privileged of all tonnage dues and 
national imports, 80 that their ves- 
sels may ply unhindered between our 


ports and those of the other contracting parties. 
though without infringing on the reserved bome 
coasting trade: the removal or reduction of bur- 
dens omtae exported products of those couutries 
coming within the benefits of the treaties (and the 
atoidances of the technicals, restrictions and penal- 
ties b which our intercourse with those countries 
ig at present pares. Secondly. The establish- 
ment of the consular service of the United States on 
a salaried footing permitting the relinquishment of 
consular fees, not only as ts vesseis under the 
national flag, but also as respects 
vessels of the treaty—nations carrying goods 
entitled to the benefits < the treaties. 
Thirdly, the enactment of measures to favor the 
construction and maintenance of a steam- carrying 
marine under the flag of the United States. Fourth- 
ly. the establishment of an uniform currency basis 
for ths countries of America, so that the coined 
products of our mines may circulate on aqual 
terms throughot the whole system of common- 
wealths. This would require a monetary union of 
America, whereby the output of the bullion-produc- 
ing countries and the circulation of those which 
produce neiteer gold nor silver could be adjusted in 
vonformity with the population, wealth and coln- 
merciol needs each, As many of the 


countries furnish no bullion to the 
cominon stock, the surplus roduction 
of our own mines and inints might thus beutilized, 


and a step taken toward the general remonetization 
of silver. To the accomplishment of these ends, so 
far as they can be attained by separate treaties, 
the negotiations already concluded and now in 
progress, have been directed, and the favor with 
which this enlarged poiicy has thus far been re- 
ceived, warrants tue belief that its operations will, 
ere long, embrace all or nearly all the countries of 
this hemisphere. It is by no means desirable, how- 
ever, that the poticy under consideration should be 
applied to these countries alone. The healthful en- 
largement of our trade with Eurepe. 
Asia and Africa should be sought, 
by reducing the tariff burdens on such of their 
wares as neither we nor the other American States 
are fitted to preduce and thus enabling ourselves 
to obtain in return a better market for our supplies 
of food. of raw materiais and of the manufactures 
in which we excel. It seems to me that many of 
the embarrassing elements in the great. national 
conflict between protection and free trade may thus 
be turned to good account, that the revenue may be 
reduced so as no longer to over-tax the people, that 
protective d uties may be retained without be 
eoming burdensome, that our shipping interests may 
be judiciously encouraged, the currency fixed on a 
firm basis, and above all such an unity 
of interests established among the States of the 
American system as will be of great and ever in- 
creasing advantage to them all. All treaties in the 
Une of this policy which have been negotiated or 
aie in process of negotiation contain provision 
deemed to be requisite under the Gots of the 
Constitution limiting to the House of Representa- 
tives the authority to originate bills for raising rev- 
enue. 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

On the 29th of February last, I transmitted to 

Congress the first annual report of the Civil Service 


Commission, together with communications 
from the heads of the seve execu- 
tive departments of the Government 


respecting the practical workings of the iaw under 
which the commission been acting. The good 
results therem foreshadowed have been more than 
realized. The system has fully answered the ex- 
tations A its friends in securing competent and 
faithful public servants and in protecting the ap- 
pointing officers of the Government from the pres- 
sure of personal importunity and from the labor of 
examining the claims and pretensions of rival can- 
didates for public employment. The law bas had 
the unqualihed support of the President and of the 
heads of the several departments, 
and the members of the commission 
have performed their duties with zeal and fidelity. 
Their report will shortly be submitted, and will be 
accompanied by such recommendations for en- 
larging the scope of the existing statute as shall 
commend themselves to the Executive and the com- 
missioners charged with its administration, 
NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 

In view of the general and persistent demand 
throughont the commercial community for a 
national 8 law, I hope that the differences 
of sentiment which have hitherto prevented its en- 
actment may not outlast the present session.

As the term for which I was elected the last time 
expires to-day and my successor is ready to qualify, 
I have thought it might be of interest to the court 
and to the public, to make a brief report shewing 
the total number of estates admini by me dur- 
ing my incumbency. 

I was appointed Public Administrator by Governor 
Silas Woodson on the 7th day of December, 1874. 
and qualified in this court by giving my official 
bond on the lith day of ee same month. I was 
elected to the office Nove r. 1876, for a term of 
four years, but, by reason of the adoption of the 
Scheme and Charter, a vacaucy occurred in 1878. 
and I was re-elected at the November election 
of that year for a term of two years, and in 
November, 1880. I was re-elected for a term of four 
years, which term expires to-day. 

I have taken charge of 1.160 estates since I came 
into office. Of these I have made final settlements 
and been discharged in 96 estates, hence, there ro- 
mains in my charge to be settied, as above stated, 
166 estates. These will he settled as speedily as the 
law will permit. In the management of the large 
num ber of estates that have 
hands, exceptions were flied to my final settlements 
in only two cases, and in both of which your Honor 
overruled the exceptions, and only one of these was 
appealed to the Circuit Court, and that court sus 
tained your Honor's ruling, and there the matter 
ended; and it is a very ecratifying fact for me to 
know that no suit has ever been brought or even 
threatened against me on my official bond. In con- 
clusion, 1 desire to tender to your Honor 
my most heartfelt thanks for the 
uniform kindness and courtesy always extended 
to me. whether on the bench or in chambers, as

ADLER ON CHOLERA. — 


The Asiatic Scourge in Winter Quar. 
ters, but Advancing Westward. 
— —— 
Timely Suggestions by the Professor—Pre 
cautionary Measures—The Rich Com para- 
tively Safe, but the Tenement Districts in 


Dauger—Good Sewerage and Cleanliness 
Necessary.

New York, December 1.—Professor Felix Adler 
lectured on the dangerous and unhealthy condition 
of the tenement houses of our city in Chickering 
Hall yesterday morning. A large audience listened 
to him with close attention. Cholera is advanc ‘ing 
from Asia.“ he began. It is now in winter quar. 
ters. but with the opening of spring it may be ex 
pected to continue its march westward. Medical 
authorities are afraid that we will be unable to as. 
cape a visitation pt | itnext summer. The disease 
attacks all alike.’ No one is exempt from its rava. 
ges. In this approaching peril the tenement-house 
question of New York presents a new aspect to me. 
We have certain foul spots in our midst which wil 
be a perfect feast for the cholera if it comes. The 
question is whether these 

PLAGUE SPOTS 
should be allowed to exist, or wiped out. We must 
do our duty to the children and the poor people of 


the city. The rich people can fly from the city at 
the - of the dreaded plague, but the poor 
people will be compelled to remain. We are not 
afraid of the cholera, although the great danger is 
upon us, and we are face to face with it. We should 
meet it with courage and calm indifference. But 
when we have ample opportunities to take prevent- 

ive measures, we sbonid not hesitate. fe have 
the whole winter before us in which to prepare our 
city and fortifv ourselves against an attack from 


the disease. city authorities are keenly aware 
of the danger and are ready to act n radical re- 
form measures if public opinion — uphold 
them. In the tenement-house et lies our dan- 


ger. The 

CHOLERA IS AT OUR DOORS, 
and the question is, can we prevent it from continu- 
ing? Are not there certain abuses that can be cor- 
rected? It is impossible to keep up so close a quar- 
aritine as to prevent the disease from entering. The 
sewer system under our crowded districts should be 
rebuilt. The foul air from defective sewerage per- 
vades the atmosphere of our One of the 
first things to be doneis to abate this evil. It will 
avail you nothing to cieau your . ifthe soil be- 
neath is saturated with poison. ith all our facili- 
ties, New York should be the best drained city in 
the world. The system should be nothing less than 
perfect. A large amount of money should be de- 
voted to the city for that purpose. The authorities 
shouid not allow the cellars of our tenement houses 
to be inhabited. 

THE SO-CALLED GROUND AIR, 

of which the scientists speak, is in motion. It per- 
meates the houses and E ostrates the inmates be- 
fore they are awape of it. Theowners of the houses 
should be compelled by law to floor their cellars 
with concrete. pavements. You ask the poor to 
1aintain cleanliness, but you do not know how im- 
possible itis for them todo so. A mother whose 
time is devoted to the care of children is obliged to 
descend several flights of stairs and carry up water 
in a pail. There shouid be means of obtaining water 
on every floor. Another danger is found in the old 
vaults located oat The 
abolition of these question 
of immediate ney. picking 
is carried on in many of the — ouses. We 
all know that cholera can be carried from place to 
place in rags. Tue sanitary police in our city should 
be increased. They number fifty policemen and 
fifteen i which is insufficient for so large a 
city. There is another greater evii than all the rest 
that we must overcome, and thatps over-crowding— 
the woes of the 2 and the crowding of the 
houses. No one but those who are familiar with 
our tenement house districts are aware to what ex- 
tent the evil has develoved. The law against over- 
crowding should be rigidly enforced. There is a 
provision in our statutes which declares that 600 
cubic feet of air should be allowed to every tenant 
in a house. Our present tenement houses are 
IN A WRETCHED STATE. 
The stench from bad sewerage, bad ventilation and 
trom fiith is horrible; the atmosphere is stifling, and 
the conditions are such that the safeguards of virtue 
are aptto be overthrown — the degrading 
influences, The little children should be thought 
of. Cannot something be done to prevent the litue 
children from being brought up in such places? 
Cannot something be done to break up these nests 
of vice? and what shall be done to prevent the 
crowding of houses, which are being piled up to- 
gether so closely that light and air are shut out 
from the inmates? We can show some of the worst 
tenement houses in the city, which are not — iu 
sight of some of our grandest churches, but are 
owned by church corporations,”

Harrowing Details from the Drought- 
‘Stricken Regions of Eastern Kentucky. 

LovisviLe, Ky., December 1.—The latest advices 
from the plague-stricken Uistrict of Eastern Ken- 
tucky are most harrowing. In Martin County 
whole families have been swept away within a week 
and neighborhoods have been desolated. - The 
creeks, wells and cisterns are dry, and cattle and 
sheep are rotting on the hillsides which used to sup- 
ply them with bounteous berbage.

RATES ON FIRST-CLASS MATTER. 

The changing of thé standard of weight for first- 
class matter is recommended as follows: “I renew 
the recommendation of my predecessor that the 
unit of weight in rati jetters and sealed pack- 
ages (first-class matter) changed from one-half 
ounce to one ounce. By careful investigation in 
several large offices it is found that less than 6 per 
cent of all the letters conveyed iu the mails exceed 
half an ounce in weight. It is evident. thereiore, 
that an increase of the unit of weight to one ounce 
would diminish the revenues but very little, and 
there is reason to believe this diminution would be 
more than compensated by the increased postage
